Analysis of Conditions Presented in 
the Coming Contest for Delegates- 
at-Large to the National 
Democratic Convention.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 7.—One re- 
markable feature of the Democratic state 
convention, concluded last night, was the 
dispatch with which it disposed of the busi- 
ness before it after it really got started. 

The session yesterday was continuous, It 
began at 9:30 in the morn'ng and ended at 
9 o’w« lock, with no interruptions. 

This record was partly due to the impa- 
tience of delegates to get home, but mainly 
to the powerful influence and skillful ma- 
neuvering of Mr. Dockery, the candidate 
for g@avernor. 

Another unusual feature of the convention 
was that the nominee for govenor was the 
dominating influence in the conventio. 
Dockery was the big figure i this conven- 
tion. He said nothing, he conweealed his 
power, he shawed no partiality for candi- 
dates, but he dominated and directed the 
course of the convention. His platform was 
adopted and a movement to fight the ma- 
jority report of the committee on several 
clauses was nipped in the bud by his in- 
fluence. The warring factions in St. Louls 
and Kansas City which had _ threatened 
scandalous factional] strife, were as lambs 
under his pacifying influences. 
He wanted no fight over the 
a state chairman and his influence 
squeliched the belligenency of the young 
crowd which soughi to defeat James M. Sel-

of ability. I feel hourly my weakness and 
my inability to do always that which is right, and 
which would please the public. I feel, therefore, 
my dependence upon my friends, in whom I have 
confidence. I make no claims to statesmanship, or 
to superior ability, and am entitled to the help 
and sympathy of those I am trying to serve. 

I have taken po part whatever In the political 
struggles in St. Louis, to which you refer; know 
but little ahout the local fights and care Iess; 
have not attempted to use the police department 
to advance my interests or the interests of any 
of the candidates for political favors. A very 
slight investigation on your part will prove to 
you the truthfulness of this statement. Notwith- 
standing your unfair and unkind attack upon me 
and my motives, I am yet glad to say that I am 
receiving daily letters of congratulation from the 
good people of St. Louis and elsewhere upon my 
course thus fa: in this trouble through which 
we are passing... The conservative and indepen- 
dent press of the country approves of all I have 
done, which, of course, is a source of gratifica- 
cation to me, and which acts as a _ tonie to 
strengthen me in the battles yet to be fought. 

When I found our police inadequate I requested 
the call for 2500 emergency policemen. It was 
not our fault that only 300 responded. When that 
failed, and the situation still appeared serious, it 
was at my request the a was directed to, 
summon a posse of 2000 men. I have not yet 
thought it expedient or necessary to call upon 
the militia. Should this disagreeable duty be 
forced upon me | would not hesitate to do so. | 
still believe St. Louis is able to keep the peace 
and preserve order, and that it is not yet neces- 
sary to call upon the law-abiding people of the 
state to leave their homes and avovcations to do 
for St. Louie what she was unable to do for her- 
self. If a settlement is not soon reached and 
lawlessness cominues to prevail, notwithstanding 
19 out of every 20 citizens of Misseourl urge me 
not to do it, I will call out the militia. This, 
though, only as a last resort.

“There is no dissent now from the prop- 
osition that capacity in every branch of the 
trade is quite in advance of consumption 
and there Is less and less hesitancy in &ap- 
plying the remedy. The encouraging feature 
of the present condition is that as prices 
fall the number of furnaces and mills that 
ean run at a profit grows steadily smaller 
and the equilibrium may be restored more 
romptiy than many in the trade expect. 
jeginning with iron trade transportation

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BRUTALIZING THE SENATE 


The scene in the Senate last Tuesday was not unlike those 
which disgraced the same body when the discussion of slav- 
ery became acute in the ‘50s.

This is the rule, but what did the lordly senators do? Mr.

The information was obtained at a conference at that place 

held to consider the possible competition of Siberia with 
_ grain producing countries. 

More than 200,000 farmers go into Siberia annually. They

land for a stateG time. The population is now 8,000,000, but 
the country is capable of sustaining $80,000,000. 

The annual] production of cereals at present is 2,000,000 tons, 
but the country can produce 10,000,000 tons with prevailing 
methods of agriculture. 

Moreover, Siberia now produces one-tenth of the total gold 
output of the world, and few of the mines have been worked 
thoroughly. The coal deposits have scarcely been touched. 
A single mine is said to contain as much coal as all the 
deposits of England. 

Siberia is popularly supposed to be a cold, bleak, inhos- 
pitabl region, fit only for convicts and Eskimos. But these 
facts go to show that the country will play an important 
part in the industrial development of the twentieth century. 
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Money talks, and now is the time for it to speak up for 
the World’s Fair of 1903. Every St. Louisan is deeply in- 
terested in making this vast exhibition the greatest that has 
ever been seen. An investment in it will be the best that 
any Missourian can make.

Father Madeleine, mayor of M——, sat 
alone in his ill-furnished bedroom.

Such generosity touched the convict’s 
heart, and he resolved to lead a new life. 

This was the story that told and retold 
itself .in Madeleine’s mind tonight. He 
could not explain the reason of the old 
memory’s recurrence. Tnen his thoughts 
turned to a present difficulty of his own. 

Javert, the local inspector of police, had 
quarrelied with him. Javert had been an 
assistant jailer at Toulon and was later 
promoted to the inspectorship of M—. 

An ola farmer named Fauchelvent one 
day fell under a heavy cart, which threat- 
ened to crush him. 

The mayor had crawled under the cart 
and lifted it bodily from the injured man. 
He afterward secured Fauchelevent the 
post of gardener im the convent of the Petit 
Picpus at Paris.

The Thenardiers kept the money for 
themselves and used the little girl as a 
household drudge.

He sat alone in his bedroom the evening 
before his intended start.

“Come in,"’ he cried.

U. S. CONSUL TALES ON THE AR- 
GENTINE CAPITAL, 


DANIEL MAYER IN ST. LOUIS. 


Says the Republic Is Far Away and 
Cost of Living in Its Chief 
City Is Great. 


Dr. Daniel Mayer, United States consul 
at Buenos Ayres, Argentine Republic, is a 
guest at the Terminal Hotel. He is accom- 
panied by Mrs. Mayer. The purpose of 
their visit to St. Louis is to be with their 
daughter, Mrs. Winkler of San Angelo, 
Tex., who is a patient at St. Vincent’s Hos- 
pital. 

“It is a long and expensive trip from 
Buenos Ayres to St. douis,’’ said Dr. Mayer 
to the Post-Dispatch. ‘“‘The distance is over 
10,000 miles, and as most of it is made Dy 
water, traveling it is slow work. For in- 
stance, 1 started from Buenos Ayres April 
14 and arrived in New York May 2, alter 
having been 3 days on the water. My 
passage cost $600, to say nothing of the in- 
cldentals of the trip. I volunteer these 
Statements to the Post-Dispatch, becduse 
the first questions asked of me by inquirers 
about Argentine Republic are of distance 
and the cost of going there. 

“Wages are goad in Argentine, but the 
expense of living reduces them. In fact, I 
think Buenos Ayres is the most expensive 
city for living purposes I ever saw. I have 
a very modest house, but I am compelled to 
pay $1600 a month for it in gold. Gold is al- 
ways at a premium, being fixed by law at 127. 
Paper money is the currency of the peo- 
ple. One hundred dollars in United States 
gald coin is worth $1038 of Argentine gold 
coin, 

“Trade relations between Argentine and 
United States are growing steadily. The 
commerce between the countries is destined 
to acquire great magnitude. The Argen- 
tinians like us are every day becoming pbet- 
ter friends to the United States.’”’
